Leisure 
centres' 
use goes 
up by 6pc 

THE number of people 
using leisure centres in 
Sandwell is soaring, new 
figures reveal. 

There were around 1.6 
million visits logged be¬ 
tween April 2013 and March 
2014 - up by six per cent on 
the previous year. 

Staff say one of the rea¬ 
sons for the increase is the 
free swimming scheme that 
was launched last summer. 

A report to Sandwell 
Council’s health scrutiny 
board suggests that the in¬ 
creased numbers are the 
culmination of a several fac¬ 
tors, particularly the build¬ 
ing of new leisure centres. 

Around £38.5 million 
has already been spent by 
the authority on building 
three new leisure centres in 
Tipton , Oldbury and West 
Bromwich, while more than 
£7m is also currently being 
spent on a new centre in 
Wednesbury, expected to 
open in autumn next year. 

The report to today’s 
meeting , states: “The new 
Tipton Leisure Centre has 
delivered a 121 per cent in¬ 
crease in swimming visits 
over the facility it replaced.” 

The increased take-up of 
activities means the author¬ 
ity is no longer bottom of 
the national Active People 
Survey, which measures the 
number of people within an 
area who do one 30-minute 
session of sport per week. 

Earl opens 
sixth form 

THE Earl of Wessex was in 
West Bromwich yesterday, 
to officially open a new sixth 
form college at the former 
Public building. 

Prince Edward toured 
Central Sixth, the Sandwell 
College sixth form which 
has opened inside the for¬ 
mer arts centre in the town 
centre. He was meeting stu¬ 
dents from the A Level biol¬ 
ogy and history classes, and 
unveiling a commemorative 
plaque. 

Council leader Darren 
Cooper, said: “It is great to 
see Central Sixth open.” 


ACADEMY RATED 
AS INADEQUATE 


AN academy has been judged inade¬ 
quate by Ofsted - in its first inspec¬ 
tion since it converted from a school 
two years ago. 

But the board of directors at Mesty Croft 
Academy, in Wednesbury, this week said they 
were ‘extremely disappointed’ by the report af¬ 
ter claiming there was an error over the data 
supplied to inspectors. 


The latest report from 
Ofsted - the first since it 
became an academy - comes 
just two years after it was 
rated as a good school. 

In the report, inspec¬ 
tors said standards for key 
stage one pupils has been 
below national averages in 
reading, writing and math¬ 
ematics and were ‘declining 
further’. 

The academy, which has 
409 pupils, was judged to be 
inadequate, which is cate¬ 
gory four, over the achieve¬ 
ment of pupils, the quality 
of teaching and leadership 
and management. The be¬ 
haviour and safety of pupils 
was also found to require 
improvement. 

Declined 

In the report, inspectors 
said: “When the academy 
opened, the attainment of 
pupils in Key Stage One was 
significantly below the na¬ 
tional average overall, and 
there were low standards in 
writing. Since then, stand¬ 
ards have declined even 
further in all subjects. In¬ 
spection evidence indicates 
this downward trend is set 
to continue.” 

The report added: “Many 
teachers do not accurately 
understand the levels pupils 
are working at. This means 
that pupils’ targets are ei¬ 
ther too easy or too hard. 

They also claimed school 
leaders had not kept up

checks on teaching stand¬ 
ards and ‘as a result, teach¬ 
ing has not improved and 
achievement has declined 
since the academy opened’. 

In response, headteacher 
Andrew Kirby, claimed pro¬ 
gress results data for some 
disadvantaged pupils had 
not been supplied to Ofsted 
inspectors in error which 
‘skewed’ the results. 

The academy’s board 
appealed against Ofsted’s 
report but this has been up¬ 
held by the inspection body. 

In a statement, the acade¬ 
my’s board of directors said: 
“We do not believe that the 
report is a true reflection 
of the wonderful work that 
goes on in our school.” 

They added: “This has 
highlighted the flaws in the 
appeals system and has led 
to frustration in trying to 
state our case.” 

Directors refuted claims 
in the report that more able 
pupils did not achieve par¬ 
ticularly well in national 
tests. 

They added: “The school 
directors have produced an 
action plan and will fully 
engage in the procedures 
required to remove special 
measures as soon as possi¬ 
ble. We are determined to 
overcome this setback and 
restore our standing as a 
high quality school in our 
community.”

A TEENAGER who is bidding to re¬ 
build his model car collection follow¬ 
ing a blaze at his house has been given 
a welcome boost. 

Liam Harley, aged 14, had around 
500 cars in his collection before fire 
struck on September 7. Following the 
blaze, he appealed for help from the 
public to help him build a new collec¬ 
tion. Now his plea has been answered 
by 34-year-old Martin Bridger, who 
read Liam’s story in the Express & 
Star and knew he could help the young 
collector out. 

Mr Bridger said: “I read the story 
and I knew I had some old cars kicking 


about at my mum’s house. I went over 
there and had a rummage around her 
loft and found the old cars so thought 
I would help the young lad out. I used 
to love collecting the cars when I was 
a kid. It’s bad enough to lose your car 
collection but to lose your house as 
well must be really bad for him. 

“He’s a great lad and he seemed re¬ 
ally happy with the cars. After I had 
given him them we had a good chat 
about them, and he told me all about 
what he does with the cars, and how 
he touches the paint up.” 

Liam said the donation would really 
help him in rebuilding his collection. 


He said: “He gave me about 20 or 
30 cars so I have about 50 now. I had 
600 before but obviously I can’t spend 
all that money on the cars again, so 
people giving me cars like this is really 
helping me out. It was really good of 
him to give them to me. They are old 
70s Matchbox cars, and some of them 
are the 1:43 scale models that I used 
to collect.” 

Liam was taken to Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham after leap¬ 
ing from his burning home in Ruskin 
Street. He was kept under observation 
after suffering smoke inhalation in the 
fire, which police are treating as arson. 


Patrols 
increase 
to tackle 
car crime 

PATROLS are being stepped 
up by police following an in¬ 
crease in vehicle crime in 
Sandwell - with five vehicle 
break-ins reported in one 
street during a week. 

Officers have called in 
additional support for an 
‘around the clock’ focus on 
tackling the thieves and 
vandals, who targeted vehi¬ 
cles in Whitehouse Avenue 
in Wednesbury. 

Sergeant Chris Payne 
said: “We are aware of, and 
are currently investigating 
vehicle crimes on White- 
house Avenue. The matter 
has been raised as a prior¬ 
ity for this area of Sandwell 
police which means we will 
benefit from additional sup¬ 
port from other specialist 
priority teams around the 
clock. The team is working 
with local residents to offer 
crime prevention advice, 
whilst engaging with local 
shop owners to promote 
crime prevention.” 

Among those targeted was 
a 29-year-old mother of two, 
who lives in Whitehouse 
Avenue. She woke up one 
morning to find her car door 
and boot open, although 
nothing had been stolen. 

The mother, who did not 
wish to be named, said: “It’s 
not nice to find someone 
has been searching through 
your own property, it made 
it uncomfortable when I 
next drove around in my 
car.”

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Hospital to stop lunch hotpots 


LAMB hotpots and steak and kid¬ 
ney pie will no longer be on the 
lunch menu for Sandwell Hospital 
patients as bosses bid to save more 
than £120,000. 

Dishes such as gammon in pars¬ 
ley sauce, vegetarian curries and 
sweet and sour chicken will also be 
off the lunchtime menu. 

Instead patients will be offered 
soup, sandwiches, salad and jacket 


potatoes as a replacement midday 
meal following a review. 

Chefs will still cook up a full hot 
meal for patients on evenings under 
the scheme, revealed by officials at 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust which also 
runs Rowley Regis Hospital, and 
City Hospital in Birmingham. 

It comes as the trust battles to 
make around £20 million of savings 


in this financial year in a bid to bal¬ 
ance the books. 

Officials said that the changes to 
the meal service for patients will be 
brought in from the end of October. 

The hospital trust’s chief nurse 
Colin Ovington said that the 
changes to meals had taken place 
after a consultation with patients. 
He said: “We asked patients ear¬ 
lier in the year about introducing a 


new menu that includes one full hot 
meal a day with a choice of sand¬ 
wiches, soups, salads, jacket pota¬ 
toes for the other meal. 

“Patients were broadly support¬ 
ive of this proposal so we will make 
the change at the end of October.” 

The hospital trust has been bat¬ 
tling to find extra savings from 
budgets which include a making an¬ 
other £19.9 million of cuts. 


Hanging woman, 22, 
died of brain injury 


A YOUNG mother died from a brain injury 
three days after she was found hanging at 
her home, an inquest heard. 

Victoria Phillips had dialled 999 herself and was 
found by police and ambulance crews at the house 
in Newbury Walk, Rowley Regis, on October 11 last 
year. Assistant Black Country Coroner, Angus Smil- 
lie, recorded a verdict of accidental death.

He told the hearing of¬ 
ficers found a letter in her 
handwriting that stated she 
could not carry on. 

The 22-year-old, who had 
high levels of an anti-de¬ 
pressant in her system, was 
treated at the scene before 
being taken to Sandwell 
General Hospital. But de¬ 
spite efforts to save her, the 
single mother died three 
days later from a brain in¬ 
jury due to asphyxia and 
from hanging. 

Miss Phillips’ father Nigel 
Howen told the inquest 
that she had been in care 
as a youngster. He said she 
missed her late mother who 
had recently died. And was 
concerned about her own 
three children, who were 
not in her care. 

“She told me she was hop¬ 
ing to get one of the children 
back. I saw her more often 
after her mom died. She 
would say she wanted to be 
with her mom a lot if she 
was feeling low,” Mr Howen 
said. Her half-sister Dan¬ 
ielle Howen told the hear¬ 
ing: “The week before she 
died she told me that she’d 
had enough. I told her she 
was being silly.” 

Mr Smillie said despite 
the note he could not be 
satisfied beyond reasonable 
doubt that Miss Phillips in¬ 
tended to take her own life. 
“Having called the ambu¬ 
lance, she did survive some 
additional days - I propose 
to record a finding of acci¬ 
dental death.” 

Paying tribute after the 
hearing held, in Smethwick, 
her family said Miss Phillips 
was sadly missed.

THE Black Country is the ‘bedrock’ of 
British manufacturing and its expertise 
must never be forgotten, the Duke of York 
has declared. 

Prince Andrew made the comments dur¬ 
ing a visit to our sister daily the Express & 
Star, where he backed the Ladder for the 
Black Country campaign drawn up to help 
thousands of youngsters get a job by creat¬ 
ing apprenticeships. 

He said it was a ‘local solution’ to a na¬ 
tional youth unemployment problem and 
said the region should build on its proud 
industrial history. 

“The Black Country has been at the cen¬ 


tre of manufacturing right from the get-go 
of the industrial revolution,” he said. “It 
has not lost that position - it has perhaps 
felt it is forgotten. But it must never for¬ 
get it has been that bedrock and has that 
knowledge, has that experience, and it has 
that capability.” 

His Royal Highness is the patron of the 
Ladder for the Black Country campaign 
which is urging businesses to take on an 
apprentice and for young people to grab the 
opportunity of a paid work-based training 
scheme.

NIA revamp nears end as it 
prepares for name change 


THE scaffolding is slowly coming down, the final licks of paint are 
being added, and hundreds more seats are being installed, as the 
National Indoor Arena ushers in a new era. 

And one of the world’s biggest pop stars, Michael Buble, will be helping bring 
in the changes which also sees the venue changing its name to the Barclaycard 
Arena. Since 1991 the NIA hosted everything from Gladiators to indoor ath¬ 
letics and even a Miley Cyrus concert. 

The change in moniker will be launched 
by Buble with two special performances on 
December 2 and 3, which mark the culmi¬ 
nation of a £26 million overhaul that has 
been four years in the making. 

More seats have been added, pushing the 
maximum capacity to 15,992, and there will 
be more leg room now after high-backed 
black chairs replaced the old red version. 
The black colour also means any empty 
seats will not be spotted by the artists on 
stage. 

There will be 414 new toilets to help cut 
queues and reduce crowds inside the con¬ 
course. From the outside of the stadium, a 
brand new glass fagade will overlook Brin- 
dleyplace and will house dining and hospi¬ 
tality areas. Nearly 6,000 square metres of 
new pre and post-show space has also been 
added, with new food and drink options. 

As part of the NEC Group partnership 
with Barclaycard, signed in 2011 ahead of 
the 18-month refurbishment, the revamped 
venue will also offer contactless payment 
technology throughout to help speed up 
queues at bars and catering outlets. 

Katherine Whitton, chief marketing of¬ 
ficer at Barclaycard, said: “The partnership 
we entered into with the NEC Group in 
2011 was all about us joining forces to make 
the NIA fit for the 21st Century, creating 
one of the best entertainment venues in the 
UK.”

AROUND 75 firefighters tackled a huge 
blaze near The Hawthorns involving 200 
tons of scrap metal at a recycling plant. 

Plumes of thick black smoke soared over 
West Bromwich Albion’s ground bringing 
a rush of concerned messages on social 
media. The fire took hold at the European 
Metal Recycling centre, off Charles Street, 
near Smethwick, shortly after 5.30pm on 
Tuesday. 

Commuters faced major disruption as 
trains and the Midland Metro were forced 
to suspend services at the height of the 
blaze. Train services from Birmingham’s 
Snow Hill station passing the fire were 
halted from continuing to stations includ¬ 
ing Smethwick Galton Bridge and Stour¬ 
bridge. 

Passengers were able to use their tickets 
on bus services and the Midland Metro but 
officials stopped services between Hand- 
sworth Booth Street and The Hawthorns 
Metro stations. 

Dozens took to Twitter to voice their 
concerns. Among them was DtBeard who 
tweeted a picture of The Hawthorns in the

foreground.Andrew Lunn was heading home 
to Bilston with his three children when he 
saw the fire. He said: “It certainly looks 
dramatic. It is becoming a regular thing for 
fires at recycling yards round here. ” 

Lichfield’s Conservative MP Michael Fab- 
ricant also took to Twitter to post a picture 
showing the smoke as he attended the Tory 
party conference in Birmingham city centre.

Crackdown on speeding 


ACTION will be taken to tackle 
speeding drivers along a busy road 
in Cradley Heath following a spate 
of accidents including one which 
killed a great-grandfather. 

Both residents and councillors 
have raised concerns about the 
safety of Barrs Road. 

Council plans have now been 
drawn up to revamp the 30mph 
road to lessen the risk to pedestri¬ 


ans and motorists. These include 
narrowing the road in some places. 

The road has a history of crashes 
and last year retired bricklayer Ber¬ 
nard Betts, aged 85, from Cradley 
Heath, was knocked down while 
walking his dog. A survey carried 
out by the council showed drivers 
were travelling at speeds of up to 
38mph near Woodland Rise and 
35mph near Trejon Road. 


Changes to the road will include 
the renewal of yellow lines, new sig¬ 
nage and a narrowing of the road in 
some places by extending kerbs. 

Some residents say they were 
originally against the plans but 
after speaking with councillors they 
are now behind the changes. 

Mrs Annette Mole, who lives di¬ 
rectly opposite a part of the road 
where a car overturned recently, 


drivers 

said: “My original problem was 
with a refuge they were planning to 
put in the middle of the road, which 
would have caused havoc. 

“They have changed the plans 
now so I don’t have a problem with 
them anymore. The road does need 
to be slower as people come down it 
much too fast.” 

Some residents say they are still 
unhappy with the plans. 


Dozens given fines in 
dog mess clampdown 


DOZENS of dog owners in Sandwell have 
been slapped with £75 fines since a hard-hit¬ 
ting poster campaign was launched. 

Fifty-seven people have been given penalties af¬ 
ter being caught not clearing up after their pet by 
Sandwell Council. In February the council intro¬ 
duced posters with foul language and pictures of 
huge piles of dog mess in a bid to tackle irresponsi¬ 


ble dog owners. 

The authority used the 
phrase ‘no s**t Sherlock’, 
accompanied by an image 
of a dog in a deerstalker hat 
sitting next to a pile of ex¬ 
crement. Dog owners were 
threatened with £75 fines 
as part of a ‘zero tolerance’ 
approach to dog mess. 

The posters were put up 
at parks around the borough 
as well known ‘hot spots’ to 
raise awareness and help 
tackle the problem. 

Thousands of bags were 
also handed out to encour¬ 
age owners to be more cour¬ 
teous to other 

Councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton, cabinet member for 
highways and the envi¬ 
ronment, said: “Since the 
launch of the campaign in 
February we have issued 57 
fines for dog fouling which 
work out at around seven a 
month. 

“We want to remind peo¬ 
ple to continue to report 
those not cleaning up after 
their dogs so they can be 
tracked down. Dog fouling 
is a big issue for Sandwell’s 
residents and we are de¬ 
termined to tackle those

committing dog fouling of¬ 
fences.” 

Last year, almost 800 re¬ 
ports of dog mess were re¬ 
ported, which prompted it 
to crack down on irresponsi¬ 
ble owners. 

The posters sparked 
mixed reactions with some 
people saying they were a 
good way to get the message 
across while others said they 
thought the language of the 
poster was going too far. 

Anyone wanting to report 
a problem with dog mess 
can report it via the coun¬ 
cil’s website or by calling 
0845 359 7501. 

People are asked to give 
specific details such as the 
time, date, location, descrip¬ 
tion of dog and owner - so 
the mess can be cleaned up 
and those responsible can be 
tracked down. 

It comes after figures for 
neighbouring borough Dud¬ 
ley were released by council 
bosses. 

Over the past two finan¬ 
cial years, a total of 111 peo¬ 
ple were given penalties.

Astle family's joy as research is agreed 


FRESH research into the effects of heading 
footballs will be carried out by the football 
players’ union, the family of West Brom¬ 
wich Albion legend Jeff Astle have revealed. 

The Professional Footballers Association 
also plans to create a Jeff Astle Foundation 
in honour of the striker. 

It would help former players with degen¬ 
erative brain diseases and also raise aware¬ 
ness of the problem. The 59-year-old’s 
brain disease, chronic traumatic enceph¬ 
alopathy (CTE), was linked to repeatedly 
heading the ball throughout his career. 

New tests confirmed that he died in 2002 


from the same disease which is found in 
brain-damaged former boxers. 

Talks have taken place between Mr As- 
tle’s two daughters, Claire and Dawn, and 
the chairman of the football players’ union 
Gordon Taylor and his deputy John Bram- 
hall who revealed that the new research 
would be carried out. 

The meeting was organised by England 
coach and former Manchester United de¬ 
fender Gary Neville after the family raised 
their concerns over comments made by Mr 
Taylor in a radio interview. 

The family said that Mr Taylor had 


claimed during the interview with Talk- 
Sport that an unpublished study in 2002 
showed there was ‘no causal link’ between 
head injuries in football and dementia. 

Despite this Mr Taylor said that football¬ 
ers ‘know the risks’ and pointed to boxers 
continuing to box despite issues with head 
injuries, they said. 

The Football Association insist the study 
was never completed and it is something 
the Astle family, with their Justice for Jeff 
campaign, have been fighting for. Dawn 
Astle said Mr Taylor apologised for his com¬ 
ments saying he had been ‘ill-advised and 


mis-informed’, and said she was happy with 
how the meeting went. 

She said: “Whatever was upsetting or an¬ 
noying us, we understand we need to work 
with the PFA. We need them to be on board 
and now we feel that they are. 

“The most important thing for us is the 
research, because they have such huge re¬ 
sources they can do more than us.” 

She said Mr Neville acted as an inde¬ 
pendent party at the meeting, but said the 
former right-back supported their calls for 
researched and that he was interested in 
the effects of heading footballs.

FOLLOWING the Scottish 
referendum and the promise of 
‘devo max’ north of the border, 
there are calls now for greater 
devolution in England, with more 
power being given to the region. 

Certainly, it sounds great in 
theory. After all, who wouldn’t 
rather be governed by people 
who think and speak like them, 
rather than a remote metropol¬ 
itan elite? A bit of Black Coun¬ 
try commonsense would be the 
perfect counter-balance to the 
trendy London values we always 
seem to have imposed on us at 
the moment. 

However, 40 years after West¬ 
minster trampled on centuries of 
history by forcing a new county 
on the people of this area - the 
little-lamented West Midlands 
County Council - we should all 
be sceptical about any plans for 
another regional assembly in this 
neck of the woods. 

What would inevitably happen 
is that government apparatchiks 
will spend millions dreaming up 
some equally abstract ‘city re¬ 
gion’ centred on Birmingham, 
where the London metropolitan 
elite will be replaced by a new, 
equally remote Birmingham met¬ 
ropolitan elite forcing its own 
equally bizarre ideas on us all. 

Meanwhile, our great historic 
towns and cities will be reduced 
to the role of suburbs to the 
great Brummie metropolis. 

As a true Black Country mon, 
it has been galling to see the 
way local and central govern¬ 
ment functionaries have taken it 
upon themselves to redefine our 
area along the lines of four lo¬ 
cal authority boundaries, which 
themselves were dreamt up in 
1974. More regional government 
will surely only mean more of the 
same. 

If we are serious about devolu¬ 
tion in Britain, how about the rul¬ 
ing classes stop trying to define 
our identities for us? And instead 
of horse trading among local 
authorities, why don’t our local 
authorities stick to solely rep¬ 
resenting the areas they serve? 
Dudley, Wolverhampton, Walsall 
and West Brom are, each, in their 
own right, some of the biggest 
towns in Britain. Real devolution 
would surely mean giving them 
the confidence to stand on their 
own two feet. 

And while they’re at it, they 
could make a start by restoring 
their status within the traditional 
ceremonial counties of Stafford¬ 
shire and Worcestershire.

Have our faggots 
met their maker? 


DANIEL WAINWRIGHT 

looks at the potential 
demise of a traditional 
Black Country foodstuff 

HAVE we seen the last of the 
proper Black Country faggot? 

When Nigel Brazier’s family-run 
shop shut after 125 years he took 
the recipe for good old-fashioned 
pork faggots with him. 

Now the 64-year-old has found a buyer 
for The Cook Shop in Old Hill - and it 
will be nothing whatsoever to do with 
food. 

Mr Brazier, who closed the Halesowen 
Road business and put it up for sale for 
£120,000 because he wanted to retire, is 
writing a book about his shop’s history 
and pledges to include a recipe with 
every chapter, including for his faggots. 

And these were good faggots too, Mr 
Brazier says. There were people queuing 
up for them on the final Saturday before 
his shop closed. 

“I think we were the last of the cook 
shops selling faggots in the Black Coun¬ 
try,” he says. 

To be absolutely clear, Mr Brazier is 
not suggesting his shop was the last in 
the Black Country to make faggots. 

Plenty of butchers and others make 
them too. The Cook Shop, however, sold 
other groceries. People would get their 
soup and their sugar along with their 
meat. 

Even so, he thinks the art of proper 
faggot making is dying out. 

“You sometimes see chefs come up 
with new recipes and they’re putting all 
sorts of things in them - garlic, half a 
dozen herbs, red wine. 

“These recipes date back to the 1800s. 
Black Country housewives didn’t have 
red wine to pour into their faggots. If 
they had it, they’d drink it. 

“The faggot is a way of using other 
bits of pig you couldn’t put anywhere 



He will now enjoy retirement with 
wife Anne. Their four sons have all 
found careers of their own and live in 
Exeter, Sheffield, Lancaster and the 
Lake District. 

So the recipes will have to be some¬ 
thing people use at home instead of buy¬ 
ing from The Cook Shop. 

“When it comes to the recipes, ‘sim¬ 
ple’ should be tattooed over the heart,” 
says Mr Brazier. 

“If you put anything other than sim¬ 
ple ingredients in a faggot it might taste 
good but it ceases to be a Black Country 
faggot. 

“It’s the same when it comes to Black 
Country bread pudding.” 

Mystery surrounds the identity of the 
person buying The Cook Shop. 

“It will be an entirely different busi¬ 
ness,” says Mr Brazier, from Clent, near 
Stourbridge. “It’s nothing to do with 
food. The buyer wants it kept under 
wraps.”

else. You could use everything from a 
pig bar its squeal.” 

The recipes in his book have been 
written for decades. What the public 
will have to wait for is the story of The 
Cook Shop and the generations who got 
it through the First and Second World 
Wars. 

Mr Brazier has been in the shop his 
whole life. He helped his mother Iris 
out when he was a boy, during the 


school holidays, and then took over in 
1965. 

It was started by his great grand¬ 
mother, Eve Billingham, in 1889 using 
the front room of her home in Old Hill 
High Street. She sold the Black Coun¬ 
try food she cooked herself. 

The business was passed down to her 
daughter Mary and husband Joe Priest 
before it was given to Iris and Bill Bra¬ 
zier and finally to Nigel. 


And it could be another 12 months 
before the book is written and released 
so people can have a go at making the 
faggots for themselves. There is what 
sounds like a challenge to other fag¬ 
got makers to prove they can keep the 
proper Black Country faggots going. 

“When we closed we served 300 to 400 
people on the Saturday morning,” Mr 
Brazier says. 

“I don’t think there’s anyone else out 
there doing what we did. 

“Black Country food is simple. That’s 
its secret and that’s its beauty. 

“It’s in the way the ingredients are all 
brought together. 

“We closed a successful business. 

“The reason we survived so long was 
we created a niche market for ourselves. 

“No-one, or at least very few others, 
did it like we did. 

“People wanted to come here.”

politics

THEY say politics is show busi¬ 
ness for ugly people. Cruel and 
uncalled for as that may be, if 
there’s a sliver of truth in it then 
the party conference season 
must be the equivalent of the V 
Festival. 

It’s Birmingham’s turn to host 
the Tories again with the prom¬ 
ise of a £17 million boost for the 
economy as a result. This, if an¬ 
ything, is the big one. 

Here’s the senior party in Gov¬ 
ernment, rallying its troops en 
masse for the final big autumn 
gathering before the General 
Election. 

‘Go back to your constituen¬ 
cies and prepare for govern¬ 
ment,’ said no-one who ever ac¬ 
tually made it in to government 
(it was David Steel in 1981). 

So the conference needs to 
be a carefully worded plea to the 
electorate as well as a way to 
unite the party. 

Ed Miliband’s speech to the 
Labour conference in Manches¬ 
ter was certainly not his finest 
hour. Forgetting to mention the 
deficit and immigration - two 
of the reasons voters turned 
against the party in 2010 - was 
a serious gaffe. 

Labour may be ahead in the 
opinion polls but typically that 
gap narrows the closer we get to 
General Elections as voters opt 
for the status quo. 

None of this gives David Cam¬ 
eron room for complacency. He 
faces the fight of his life to stay 
in power and the West Midlands 
is going to be essential. 

Labour seats in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire fell to 
the Tories in 2010 but the politi¬ 
cal map looks very different to¬ 
day. For a start, Cannock Chase 
and Dudley South will both get 
a new MP regardless of who 
wins. Aidan Burley and Chris 
Kelly, two of the 2010 intake, are 
standing down. 

Their replacements as candi¬ 
dates do not have the benefit of 
incumbency. Nor will they have 
had much time to get to know 
their constituencies. 

Then there is the ‘grass roots’ 
support. When Mr Cameron 
came to power, three out of 
the four Black Country councils 
were controlled by the Tories. 

Now they’re all Labour again. 
And in Sandwell there is just a 
single Conservative councillor. 

Don’t forget Ukip either. In 
Cannock Chase, the Tories are 
third behind them. 

In opposition in councils, the 
Tories don’t have a record to 
stand by, for better or worse. 

Labour, however, is making 
cuts it says go against the very 
reason many of its councillors 
went into public service but get 
to blame everything on the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

There will be pledges, prom¬ 
ises and policies that come out 
of Tory party conference, all of 
which will be aimed at getting us 
to see the Conservatives as safe 
pairs of hands. The one they’ll 
want us to remember may as 
well be borrowed from Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s campaign: “It’s the econo¬ 
my, stupid.”

THANK you for your news 
and editorial comment on 
the nature of the budget 
cuts already made by West 
Midlands Fire and Rescue 
Authority and the further 
reductions that it now faces

You have started a de¬ 
bate that I am keen to have 
with people across the West 
Midlands on the kind of fire 
service they currently have 
and what they expect for the 
future. 

We rely on government 
grant for 70 per cent of our 
income. This has been cut 
by 27 per cent (£22 million) 
during 2011- 2015. We have 
been told to expect a further 
cut of 22.6 per cent (£14.3m) 
during 2015- 2018. These 
figures have just been con¬ 
firmed by our external au¬ 
ditors. 

Our fire and rescue ser¬ 
vice is now at the minimum 
level at which it can op¬ 
erate if we are to perform 
effectively and efficiently. I 
think there needs to be an 
informed debate before we 
embark on a further degrad¬ 
ing of our service.

Family’s joy after finally 
finding grave of soldier

HE was killed in the First 
World War 96 years ago, but 
the family of Private How¬ 
ard Phipps were never told 
where he died. 

Now, following extensive re¬ 
search their lengthy wait to visit 
his grave has finally come to an 
end. 

Private Phipps was killed in France 
in October 1918, aged just 18. His 
heartbroken sister, Olive Skidmore, 
spent years searching for his grave, 
but died in 1989 aged 93, not knowing 
where he was buried. 

Olive’s granddaughter, Lorna 
Hodgetts, recently discovered the facts 
surrounding her great-uncle’s death, 
and now three generations of the fam¬ 
ily, who are originally from West Bro¬ 
mwich, have been to visit his grave in 
a small cemetery in France. 

Peaceful 

Mrs Hodgetts, along with her 
mother, Olive Cooksey, and her two 
sons, Calum, 21, and Alastair, 19, vis¬ 
ited the grave in Quievy Cemetery in 
northern France. 

Mrs Hodgetts, who now lives in 
Quinton, said: “It was so peaceful. 
When we got to the grave me and my 
mum were a bit overwhelmed. For my 
sons I think it was quite sobering for 
them because they are of a similar age 
to Howard.” 

Howard was born to Mary and Jo¬ 
seph Phipps from West Bromwich on 
December 23 1899. He enlisted to the 
Leicestershire Regiment, although, 
before being moved to the Devonshire 
Regiment, with whom he went to 
France. 

His sister and niece had visited 
France in August 1938 to search for 
his grave, but were more than 100 


miles away from the site where he was 
buried. It is believed that he was dig¬ 
ging a dug-out in a field near Solesmes 
when he was hit by shrapnel from a 
shell which killed him. 

Mrs Hodgetts said: “My nan had al¬ 
ways told me stories about him when I 
was younger and I’m sure my mother 
would have heard the stories too. She 


absolutely idolised her brother. Be¬ 
cause I could use the internet this was 
a lot easier than when my mum or nan 
tried to. I eventually found out that he 
had joined the Devonshire Regiment 
and that he was in Quievy Cemetery. 
I had searched the internet, archives 
and bought the Devonshire Regiment 
book to find out what had happened.”

Tragedy of 
mechanic 
who died 
under car 


AN engineer who was working on his car 
tragically died when he accidentally pulled 
the vehicle on top of him, an inquest heard. 

Stephen Millington, aged 53, from Halesowen, 
was underneath his Alfa Romeo at premises in 
Quarry Bank where he worked part time as a me¬ 
chanic when the accident happened. 


Mr Millington’s friend 
Paul Bate, who shared the 
workshop with him, found 
him underneath the car on 
October 11 last year. 

Mr Bate said: “He was 
working on the roll bar and 
it’s very close to the sub 
frame so he had to take that 
off. There was a 3ft bar by 
him so what I think hap¬ 
pened was he was using the 
bar to pull it and it fell on 
top of him.” 

Mr Bate said Mr Mill¬ 
ington, of Hanley Close, 
would often rush his work 
as he juggled working as a 
mechanic with his full-time 
job as a hospital engineer. 
He added: “The day before 
he had been there alone to 
work on his car and was 
going to his caravan for the 
night before picking up a car 
in Bewdley for an MOT. 

“I got there about 9.15am 
and the gates were un-

locked. I could see his legs 
sticking out from under the 
car. I jacked it up straight 
away and then went to the 
motorbike shop next door to 
call an ambulance.” 

Jamie Davies, an inspec¬ 
tor from the Health and 
Safety Executive, said Mr 
Millington was carrying out 
the work on uneven ground 
when the accident hap¬ 
pened. The inspector added 
he had used a bolt to secure 
the axle stand in place in¬ 
stead of the correct key, but 
said it did not break. 

Robin Balmain, senior 
coroner for the Black Coun¬ 
try, said the medical cause 
of Mr Millington’s death 
was asphyxia after being 
trapped under a car, and re¬ 
corded a conclusion that his 
death was an accident.

Authorities on track to 
bid for railway control 


COUNCILS from across the 
West Midlands approved a 
formal proposition to Gov¬ 
ernment to put more respon¬ 
sibility for the region’s rail 
services in local hands. 

Metropolitan, shire and uni¬ 
tary authorities from across the 
West Midlands met at the County 
Buildings in Stafford to endorse 
the submission document - ‘West 
Rail Midlands Rail Proposition 
2014’. 

The proposition will now be formally 
submitted to Transport Secretary Pat¬ 
rick McLoughlin. The authorities be¬ 
lieve devolving powers from central 
Government to the West Midlands 
would create a better railway not just 
for passengers but also for the region’s 
economy, helping to drive growth. 

The event also marked the launch of 
West Midlands Rail, a consortium in¬ 
volving 14 authorities - Birmingham, 
Coventry, Dudley, Herefordshire, 
Northamptonshire, Sandwell, Shrop¬ 
shire, Solihull, Staffordshire, Telford 
and Wrekin, Walsall, Warwickshire, 
Wolverhampton and Worcestershire.

If the Government agrees to the 
rail devolution proposition then West 
Midlands Rail will be the public body 
responsible for overseeing local rail 
services once the existing London Mid¬ 
land franchise ends in 2017. 

The submission follows an approach 
last year by the Department for Trans¬ 
port which asked English regions for 
their thoughts on taking over the com¬ 


missioning and management of local 
rail services. 

Cllr Roger Lawrence, leader of Wol¬ 
verhampton City Council and chair¬ 
man of West Midlands Rail (WMR), 
said: “The submission of this proposi¬ 
tion is a major step towards securing 
local management and ultimately de¬ 
livering better rail services focused on 
the real needs of West Midlands pas¬ 
sengers. It would also help ensure the 
local rail network fully connects and 
feeds into the forthcoming high speed 
rail line, thereby maximising the sig¬ 
nificant economic benefits offered by 
HS2.” 

Cllr Mark Winnington, Stafford¬ 
shire County Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for economy, environment and 
transport and vice chairman of WMR, 
added: “We believe that a local part¬ 
nership better understands what local 
people and the economy needs from its 
railway. 

“Local responsibility would be good 
for passengers and good for business, 
enabling people to reach the shopping, 
commercial and tourist centres in our 
towns and cities. We believe it would 
be more accountable and responsive 
and better value for taxpayers.”

20 in road 
safety role 
facing axe 
by council 


A TEAM of 20 staff responsible for teaching 
schoolchildren across Sandwell about road 
safety will be axed under council cost-cut¬ 
ting plans.

Mohammed Khalik, GMB

to teach children road safety 
by taking them into the local

“The service is delivered 
by predominately women 
workers on low earnings 
due their low hours of work. 

“GMB consider that not 
enough priority has been 
given to exploring alterna¬ 
tives to secure this impor¬ 
tant frontline service or 
even how this will be deliv¬ 
ered in the future.

A SIX-WEEK crackdown on crime 
and anti-social behaviour across 
Sandwell has been launched.

Work will take place in Row- 
ley Regis for a week from October 13, in 
Wednesbury from October 20, in West Bro¬ 
mwich from October 26 and in Smethwick 
from November 3. 

A launch event was held in Oldbury on 
Saturday. Visitors were able to talk to police 
officers, get safety advice, see the council’s 
new CCTV ‘camera car’ which will be used 
to tackle illegal parking outside schools and 
watch firefighting demonstrations.

Rethink due on 
culling of geese 

SANDWELL Council has 
announced a rethink of the 
way it controls the number 
of geese in its parks follow¬ 
ing a protest by more than 
2,000 people. 

More than 200 geese 
have been removed from 
three parks and killed by 
Sandwell Council in the 
past two years. 

Video released of pest 
control workers ushering 
the birds into a van in 
Victoria Park in Tipton 
created a furore, sparking 
a petition by Ian Carroll, 
from Sandwell Swanwatch. 

So far, 2,323 people 
have signed the document. 
When it reaches 3,000 sig¬ 
natures it will be sent to 
officers at the council. 

But Councillor Maria 
Crompton, in charge of en¬ 
vironment, said Sandwell 
was having a rethink over 
the way it manages the 
geese population. 

£11m homes 
work to start 

WORK is under way on 
a £11 million scheme to 
transform homes at three 
tower blocks in Smethwick 
as part of a regeneration 
project. 

Around 270 homes at 
the town blocks will be 
given a makeover during 
the scheme which is due to 
take two years to complete.

The high-rise blocks will 
get new roofs, external 
cladding and residents’ 
flats will benefit from new 
windows and balconies.

Cannabis 
found by 
police in 
cupboard 


POLICE found almost a kilo of cannabis 
drying in an airing cupboard when they 
swooped on a house in the Black Country, a 
judge heard. 

The officers had been alerted to the £9,500 haul 
after neighbours detected a tell tale smell from the 
property in Marsh Lane, West Bromwich, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 


“The smell inside was 
overwhelming, “ revealed 
Mr Edward Soulsby, prose¬ 
cuting. 

Scales, a cannabis grinder 
and equipment that could 
have been used for a hydro¬ 
ponic growing system were 
also discovered at the home 
of Simon Rowe but no plants 
were being cultivated at the 
time of the June 20 raid, the 
court heard. 

Mr Soulsby said: “He 
claimed to be drying the 
cannabis for another but in 
view of the value involved 
he must have known a great 
deal about the chain of com¬ 
mand. He was managing 
this with a view to financial 
gain.” 

Mr David Munro, defend¬ 
ing, said: “He has no known 
involvement in drug dealing 
but somebody he regularly 
bought cannabis from asked 
him to help and dry the can¬ 
nabis. 

“His reward for doing 
this was to being allowed to 
keep some of the drugs for 
his own use but he had not 
taken into consideration the

smell of the drugs and he 
had not worked out what to 
do about this. 

“He has been working in 
the security industry but 
will struggle to get further 
employment there following 
this conviction.” 

Rowe, a 33-year-old father 
of two with no previous con¬ 
victions from Marsh Lane, 
pleaded guilty to being in¬ 
volved in the production of 
cannabis and was given a 
12 month jail sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years with 
200 hours unpaid work and 
£540 costs. 

Judge Martin Walsh told 
him: “There is no doubt 
that you were aware that 
the cannabis was for com¬ 
mercial use. You played a 
significant role in a not in¬ 
considerable cannabis sup¬ 
ply enterprise but you were 
of previous good character 
save for a caution for crim¬ 
inal damage.”

Mace bearer Harry, whose wartime 
heroics won him respect of town 


IT was a moving and historic oc¬ 
casion in Wednesbury, the May¬ 
or’s Sunday Parade held on May 
23, 1965. 

As he left the Town Hall to follow 
the route along which his 79 predeces¬ 
sors had gone, the mayor of the town, 
Councillor Arthur Wallace Rawlings, 
was conscious of his chain of office, as 
his role would disappear from exist¬ 
ence with the amalgamation of bor¬ 
oughs. 

It had been paid for by public subscrip¬ 
tion to celebrate the town’s incorporation 
as a municipal borough in 1886. The mayor 
was as proud of his robes. They had been 
given to Wednesbury in 1900 by Alderman 
Wilson Lloyd JP, during his second term of 
office as first citizen, along with a Loving 
Cup to grace civic banquets. 

Proceeding along the Holyhead Road, 
Lower High Street, Market Place and into 
Church Street, the mayor was accompanied

by the Town Clerk, distinctive with his 
barrister-style wig and cloak. They were 
preceded by the Sergeant Standing, Bruce 
Bennett. 

Shelby Powell, who lives in Gloucester¬ 
shire, was researching her family’s history 
to find her maternal grandfather Henry 
Wheatley served from 1921for 30 years at 
Wednesbury Town Hall as Mace Bearer and 
Town Hall caretaker. Shelby is justifiably 
proud that ‘in this time he robed a total of 
20 mayors, and according to my mother he 
did not miss a single civic engagement or 
mayoral procession’. 

Henry ‘Harry’ Wheatley was also a First 
World War hero, who was awarded the Mil¬ 
itary Medal for saving the life of a major at 
the Hohenzollern Redoubt in October 1915. 
This was a most forbidding fortification 
that was linked to the German lines behind 
it by two well-protected trenches called 


Little Willie and Big Willie.The 5th South 
Staffordshire Regiment had its headquar¬ 
ters and four companies at Walsall, with 
other companies at Bloxwich, Hednesford, 
Handsworth and Wednesbury. 

The 6th Battalion was based in Wolver¬ 
hampton, where it had three companies, 
with others in Willenhall, Sedgley, Darlas- 
ton, Bilston and Tettenhall.Among those 
‘heroes of old’ was Henry Wheatley. His 
granddaughter, Shelby, writes: “He was 
born in 1891 and enlisted on February 19, 
1914 joining the South Staffordshire Regi¬ 
ment as part of the Territorial Force based 
in Walsall. Harry was sent to the Western 
Front and records show his unit was mobi¬ 
lised for war on March 5, 1915. 

“Harry and his fellow comrades landed 
at Le Havre to join up with the 137th Bri¬ 
gade of the 46th Division.s“During 1915, 
the 137th Brigade found themselves in the 
thick of the fighting in France, and were 
engaged in the German liquid fire attack at 
Hooge in July 1915 and, subsequently, the 
attack of the German fortification, Hohen¬ 


zollern Redoubt, in October. It’s the latter 
battle surrounding the town of Auchy-les- 
Mines which is significant for Harry. “On 
the morning of October 12, Harry marched 
ready to enter the battle. Records show 
each man was issued with three days’ ra¬ 
tions, 220 rounds of ammunition and three 
empty sandbags.” 

“The l/5th North Staffords suffered the 
heaviest casualties of all of the units in 46th 
Division. It is estimated of the 700 officers 
and men who entered the line, barely 200 
marched out. Birmingham-born Major J. 
Lees was severely wounded while leading 
his men. Private Wheatley dressed the ma¬ 
jor’s wounds and carried him for two miles 
to the first aid post. Records show Major 
Lees was awarded the Silver War badge in 
1916 and his injuries prevented him from 
returning to the Front, and he was later 
honourably discharged. Harry was re¬ 
warded the Military Medal and served for 
a further sixteen months in France, during 
which time he was promoted to corporal 
before being demobbed on March 4, 1919.”

A scientific approach 
in caring for patients 


NHS HEROES 


ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds, doing a wide vari¬ 
ety of jobs. 

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust is one 
of the Black Country’s largest 
NHS organisations. 

It employs 7,500 people, many 
of whom live locally. 

Last year, the trust provides 
care from 150 locations. 

This week we highlight: 

BILL THOMSON 

Consultant Physicist 



DEDICATION and commit¬ 
ment can be measured in 
many ways, but one local 
NHS hero has defined a new 
scale of measurement in car¬ 
ing for his patients. 

Consultant Physicist, Bill 
Thomson, aged 65, has worked 
in the NHS for 43 years, the last 
30 as head of physics and nucle¬ 
ar medicine for Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust. 

He is also both the radiation and the 
laser protection adviser for the trust. 

Nuclear medicine uses radiophar¬ 
maceuticals to accurately detect early 
forms of cancer and also measures the 
function of the heart, brain, kidneys 
and lungs. In addition to his ‘day’ job, 
Bill runs a national service supplying 
radioactive krypton gas generators to 
other nuclear medicine departments 
across England. 

For five nights a week, a small team 
of technologists work in a lab in Bir¬ 
mingham to produce radiopharmaceu¬ 
ticals used to accurately detect blood 
clots in the lungs (pulmonary embo¬ 
lus). 

He recalls: “There have been occa¬ 
sions in the past when it looked like 
the service would have to stop. One 
was when the old cyclotron we were 
using closed down. However I ar¬ 
ranged for the service to continue with 
solution from the only other cyclotron 
in the country doing this, at the Ham¬ 
mersmith Hospital in London. 

“I still remember helping out occa¬ 
sionally by driving down to London at 
2am to pick up the solution to get back 
and load our generators by 6am.” 

Bill is no stranger to awards as this 
year he received the Norman Veal 
medal from the British Nuclear Medi¬ 
cine Society, awarded for outstanding 


contributions to science and practice 
of nuclear medicine. He has contrib¬ 
uted numerous articles to scientific 
publications and given over 150 pres¬ 
entations, and has had an idea for an 
improved measurement technique 
adopted nationally and sold in his 
name. 

A driven man and a scientist at 
heart, he is passionate about im¬ 
provements and new concepts for the 
clinical studies he is involved in. He 
explains: “I work with a fantastic team 
who simply want to do what is best for 
the patient, and are always coming up 
with ideas to improve things. We have 
a great record of involving all staff in 
research and development work and 
are often invited to present at confer¬ 
ences. 

“It was great to see a technologist 
winning the best scientific paper at 
last year’s nuclear medicine confer¬ 
ence.” In his spare time Bill enjoys 


mountaineering, skiing and photogra¬ 
phy. He usually visits the Alps once or 
twice a year to climb, although a cat¬ 
astrophic climbing accident four years 
ago has tamed his adventurous streak, 
although not diminished his love of 
climbing. 

He still enjoys indoor climbing two 
to three times a week and in quieter 
moments he also plays the classical 
guitar. 

Bill’s own hero is the Irish polar 
explorer Sir Ernest Shackleton. He 
explained: “I am inspired by the way 
he led his men to explore Antarctica, 
particularly in 1914 on the Imperial 
Trans-Antarctic Expedition, where 
in the face of extreme conditions, he 
kept his head, completed a heroic sea 
crossing and came back to save his 
men. Wow, that’s some leadership and 
courage.” 

Married with two children, his 
daughter Ellen is finishing her Radi-

They’ll be leaving their egos at the 
door of Grosvenor House in London’s 
Park Lane to honour everyday folk 
who have achieved remarkable things. 

Carol Vorderman once again takes 
up duties in hosting the ceremony, 
hearing thought-provoking stories of 
heroism and courage with the odd 
famous surprise thrown in for good 
measure. There are many uplifting tales 
of going the extra mile here, which, in a 
world where everyone seems to be 
looking out for themselves, restores 
your faith in humanity.

TheTwingo is exceptibhally wen-packaged 
with trendy looks and low insurance’

Vive la difference, as they say 
across the Channel. And the lat¬ 
est car to come across the water 
is certainly different. 

Renault’s new, third generation Twin- 
go is rear-engined, rear wheel drive 
and has five doors - all firsts from little 
city car and something that sets it apart 
from its many rivals, too. 

It’s stylishly funky, with a hint of retro, but 
there’s substance as well as style - it’s also 
economical and more practical for the city 
car role than competitors at prices from un¬ 
der £9,500. 

As with its stablemate the Clio, there’s al¬ 
ready a host of colour schemes, decals and 
accessories to ‘personalise’ your car. 

There are two engine choices, both leaner 
and greener than their predecessors, and 
the Twingo is exceptionally well-packaged 
with trendy looks (and low insurance) to at¬ 
tract the younger driver and functionality for 
those wanting an economical runabout. 

The rear-mounted engine is turned by 48 
degrees from the vertical and many of the 
parts re-engineered so it all fits under the 
boot without impinging too much on car¬ 
go space. The boot holds 188 litres (easily 
enough for two cabin bags) or if you put the 
rear seat backs in the upright ‘cargo’ posi¬ 
tion available space goes up to 219 litres. 

The seatbacks split 50/50 and can be fold¬ 
ed flat, giving you a compact estate capable 
of holding 980 litres of luggage. 

Specification 

Unusually for a car in this class, on top 
specification models the front passenger 
seat also folds flat enabling you to carry 
longer items - up to and including a double 
bass, apparently. 

There’s also a large glove box, a handy 
removable storage bin in the centre console 
and storage bins in the rear doors. 

The car has a two-door, coupe-like ap¬ 
pearance but that’s because the rear door 
handles are semi-concealed. The obvious 
advantage, part front styling of course, is 
much easier access, especially for adults. 

The new Twingo is the result of a collab¬ 
oration with Daimler in creating the new 
platform (which it shares with the new Smart 
Forfour) although the two three-cylinder pet¬ 
rol engines are all Renault. There’s a normal¬ 
ly aspirated 999cc, 70bhp option across the 
range, and the now familiar 898cc turbo with 
90bhp which is only available with flagship 
Dynamique spec. 

Both are capable of averaging more than 
60mpg, so bearing in mind the price premi¬ 
um on every litre of diesel, new Twingo is up 
there with the best for low running costs. 

The lowered powered car is no fireball 


(0 to 62mph takes 14.5 seconds), but ac¬ 
celeration is smooth and progressive with 
remarkably little noise or vibration as the 
revs climb. Once there, it handles the 50 to 
70mph bracket easily, so there’s no need for 
motorway runs to be traumatic. 

The turbo version, despite having fewer 
cubic centimetres is much quicker off the 
mark (0 to 62mph takes 10.8 seconds) and 
it will still do an official 65.7mpg - and with 
a 99g/km C02 rating there’s no road tax to 
pay. 

Lower spec models don’t have the advan¬ 
tage of ‘stop-start’ technology so with the 
70bhp engine in lower spec models econ¬ 
omy falls to a still very acceptable 63.8mpg, 
taking it just over the C02 boundary into 
Band B (free for the first year, £20 thereafter). 

Many keen drivers still prefer rear wheel 
drive, but there are lots of today’s motorists 
who are familiar only with front wheel drive 
and some may have seen or heard tales of 
wayward rear ends. But TV antics in such 
vehicles, of course, usually involve high 
powered cars on track with the electronic 
safeguards switched off. 

And if you’re old enough to remember, 
for example, early Ford Escorts, remember 


these were built before the advent of sophis¬ 
ticated electronic stability programmes. 

This is standard on the new Twingo, en¬ 
suring you track straight and true even on 
slippery surfaces using a combination of 
automatic power reduction and braking on 
individual wheels. 

With no engine weight over the front 
wheels, steering is light when manoeuvring 
around town but feels positive and nicely 
balanced on the open road. 

The turbo version has variable gear ratio 
steering which complements its more sporty 
nature, particularly the quicker response 
and firmer feel on the open road. 

Some small ‘city cars’ which are fine 
around town, for the shopping or school 
runs, can become hard work on longer trips 
through a combination of noise and vibra¬ 
tion, cramped conditions and cheap seats. 

The Twingo, though, feels light and airy 
from the minute you get in to it. Large win¬ 
dows, plenty of roof height and contrasting 
textures of plastics with colour coding make 
it a relaxing place to be. It’s smooth and qui¬ 
et, too, as if the engine isn’t straining either. 

Both test cars were Dynamique versions, 
which came with big sports-style front seats 


(height adjustable for the driver in this trim). 

The instruments include a large analogue 
speedo, below which is a comprehensive 
trip meter. In the centre is the audio/SatNav/ 
connectivity system (depending on which 
version you choose), and on all but the 
base model the air conditioning controls. 

Dynamique versions have a standard 
SatNav system, but for any of the new 
Twingos there’s the option of hooking up 
your own smartphone via Bluetooth and an 
‘R&GO’ system app which allows the use 
of navigation, hand-free phone, multimedia 
and trip computer functions. 

All Twingos get front and side airbags, 
plus electronic stability control, emergency 
brake assist, tyre pressure monitor and hill 
start assist as standard, as well as a one- 
push speed limiter to help keep you on the 
right side of the law. 

Every now and then, a new car is 
launched which is distinctly different and 
apart from the herd, and in the case of the 
Mini and Fiat 500 sales figures prove it’s 
what many car buyers want. 

The Twingo has this desire factor, too, 
with almost limitless options for personali¬ 
sation and well-packaged practicality. 

It might be a surprise to many Britons 
that Renault has been producing Twingos 
since 1993. But they may not be surprised 
to see far more of the third generation car’s 
Gallic charms on our roads. 


Don’t let the sun get in 
your eyes this winter 

Low sun can impact your driving, making it difficult 
to see other things or people on the road. With our lat¬ 
est tips, however, you can find the best ways possible 
to make your journey safe. 

When it’s low take it slow 

Too much bright light can be as effective at stop¬ 
ping you see things as too little - but you must still 
be able to stop within the distance you can see to be 
clear. If low sun is affecting your ability to see clearly 
then slow down. Don’t feel the need to increase your 
speed if a vehicle is tailgating behind you and slow 
down as you approach areas like sharp bends or ex¬ 
perience changes in light level where others may be 
harder to see. 

Sunglasses at the ready 

A sun visor doesn’t necessarily stop low sun from 
beaming into your windscreen, so wear sunglasses. 
Keep a pair handy in the car so you can wear them 
when you need to - but remember to take them off if 
you go into a darker area, like the shade of trees. 

Switch them on 

When driving before sunset always switch on your 
headlights so other drivers can see you. The same ap¬ 
plies for driving after sunrise where you should keep 
your headlights switched on until the light level really 
gets up. 

Dip them low 

When the sun is beaming into your car from the 
rear window, it will often dazzle you via your mirrors. 
In such cases, be prepared to dip your mirrors and 
check over your shoulder to see vehicles in your blind 
spot. 

Wash them clean 

Dirt and grime are often highlighted on your wind¬ 
screen when you are driving in low sun. To ensure this 
does not obstruct your vision make sure your washer 
bottle is filled with a good quality screen washer liq¬ 
uid so you can wash away any deposits and clear the 
streaks. 

Avoid direct gazing 

Try and avoid looking directly at the sun as this will 
impact what you can see on the road. Low and sharp 
sun rays can make your eyes feel blurry and hazy - if 
you experience this when you are driving then take 
a break from your journey until you can see clearly 
again. 

Luxury travelling with 
city car running costs 

Mercedes-Benz has revealed prices for its high- 
tech S-Class plug-in hybrid model. 

The car, which boasts 100.9mpg and a 65g/km 
C02 rating, will cost from £87,965 when it hits the 
showrooms later this month. 

The car is aimed at buyers seeking to combine lim¬ 
ousine space with city car running costs. 

Asking price aside, this new S 500 Plug-In Hybrid 
is London congestion charge exempt and attracts a 
modest five per cent Benefit In Kind business tax rate. 

Equipment specifications are based on the conven¬ 
tional S 500 L AMG Line, and standard kit includes 
19-inch AMG alloy wheels, AMG body styling for the 
front and rear bumpers, LED intelligent light system, 
COMAND Online, noise insulating glass, leather up¬ 
holstery and front seat memory package. 

Crucial to the car’s impressive economy perfor¬ 
mance is its V6 biturbo petrol engine which, togeth¬ 
er with an electric motor, produces a combined 442 
horsepower. 

Furthermore, the car can travel over 20 miles on 
purely electrical power. Once exhausted, the car’s 
battery can be fully charged from a public charging 
outlet in around two hours.
